Had the divorce bean 
granted, the wifo would bavo been a 
competent witness against her husband, 
and no donbt she vrould hove betn an 
important witness in the trial, fur it is 
evident the kntw all about the murder 
of her former hutband and -Mrs. Soquet.

of opium. Tbo gentleman asiurcs us tbat at 
tlie present price of tho drug a net revenue of 
Sl,000 per ncro is an exceedingly moderate 
estimate. Every orange grove can bo laid 
out betiveen the frees with this plant, and tho 
demand for tho same at good prices is illimit- 
able. An jLiiglish syndicate of capitalists is 
going into thecultivation of tho poppy iargely 
on tbe Indian river, and Dr. Winthrop is 
prospecting and perfecting the arrangements 
of the. company. Tho poppy will grow and 
ripen every month in tho year, and thus, 
doubtless, another large source ot wealth will 
shortly be added to lnrlian river.—Titusvillo

We now have somo ECW light on this ques- 


tion, which is a very interesting one, bccuuso 
tho Congo is next to tho greatest river in the 
world, and new discoveries ivilh regard to 
tho river uro apt to bo on a largo scale. CnpS. 
liouvior has been surveying this part ot. the 
river, and he finds that for a distance oC 
about llfty miles tbo rivor if much wider than 
was supposed. Its width, in fact, is from 
fifteen to twenty mile 1; u clrcunistjuico thnt 
Las not been discovered before on account of 
manv long islands, some of which have al- 
ways been taken for one shore o£ the river. 
It follows, tborefore, that there is a vast ux- 
panso on tbo upper ConKOSin'.ilar to and very 
much larger than Stanley pool. Steainboals 
havo passed eacb other iu this enlargement ot 
tho river without knowing of each other's 
proiim;ty. It is easy to 'understai.d, there- 
fore, how it happens that tho Con^o is in this 
place so very shallow, while in narrow por- 
tions of tho towor river no p'.unimot lino hns 
over yot touched bottom. Kavicutlon in this 
port of tbo Congo -would bo almost impossible 
were it not that hero and there soundings aro 
revealing channels deep and wide enough for 
all tbo requirements of steamboat truffle,— 
New York Sun. 


A Treeless Forest. 


Away down in Devonshire, in the south- 


western port of England, thero is it very in- 
teresting tract of land. It is known as Dart- 
moor lorest, and is so named in all old deeds 
mid grants ot land; yot, with the o:coption 
of a small grova of dwarf oaks, it Is almos: 
entirely without trees: This strar.go contra- 
diction is said to bo duo to tho fact ol tho 
greater part of Dartmoor having actually 
been a forest years ago, but it was so infested 
with fierce wild animals that tho jjcopld were 
forced, in sell defense, to sut flro to tho trees, 
and so, by degrees, tho forest was destroyed. 


Certain it is that the soil of tho moor is 


composed of rich, black, vegetable- matter, 
and that remains: of tree trunks havo been 
found under the ground. Moreover, tbo peo- 
ple of ono district have, for generations, en- 
jovcd tbe privilo^o of f roo pasturage, through 
a prant awarded their ancestors for services 
in destroying wolves in Dartmoor forest; for 
the same reason they are allowed 1.0 gather 
Lbo pout which abounds in tho ftns or nuir^hy 
lands, and which maktri an excellent 1'uet. 
The ntmnspfcero ol the moor Is noarly.ftlrfnyn 
moist and foggy- Indeed, tho people who
